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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 52, 57 and 86-93 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 52, at line 11, changing "the overlying film" into - the overlying film of material 
- is suggested. 

In claim 57, at line 2, changing "or a" into - and a - is suggested. 

In claim 86 (lines 1-2) and claim 87 (lines 1-2), the term "the first plurality of particles" 
lacks antecedent basis. 

In claims 88-89 the terms "the plurality of first particles" and "the plurality of second 
particles" should have been written as — the first plurality of particles — and "the second plurality 
of particles — , respectively. 

In claim 90, it is unclear as to what "substrate" refers to because there are "donor 
substrate" and "transfer substrate" in the base claim 78. 

In claims 91-93, it is better of specifying which "plurality of particles" because there are 
"a first plurality of particles" and "a second plurality of particles." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 78-85 are allowed. 

3. Claim 52 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection as set 
forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 56-77 are objected to as being dependent upon an objected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.

Applicants' arguments filed 5/22/2006 are persuasive. In particular, none of the prior art 

of record, either alone or combination, teaches or suggests providing a second energy lower than 
a first energy to sustain the controlled cleaving action in order to free the overlying film of 
material from the donor substrate.
